For twelve miles we proceeded to the 
aouth east and up grade to the southern 
extremity oi the Gaagre De Cristo range, 
and into and through a narrow pass where 
we were more than eight thousand feet 
above the level ot the sea, with two lonely 
peaks Immediately upon our right, and 
the snowy peaks of the lofty range far 
above us on our left.

Bania Fe claims to be the old­ 
est white settlement in the United States, 
aud the visitor readily admits the claim, for 
tau evidence ot age aod decay is on every 
a de. It contains five tUensand inhabitants. 
Tne streets are exceeds gty narrow, the 
buildings are mostly constructed of mad, 
and bat one story high.

WINTER DAIRYING. 
It it evident that farmers must make 
preparations to do more dairying in win­ 
ter. Arrangemente should be made not 
only to haye cows come in suitable for that 
season, but warm, comfortable and clean 
quarters provided tor them. 
And then 
have them taken care of by careful devo­ 
tion to their Interests. Clean beds, curred 
frequently, aired in the sun in warm days, 
provided with water not below 54 in tem­ 
perature, and if milk warm far better. 
They must be provided not only with a 
plenty of good hay and corn meal, b at 
feed once a day o! roots. 
Daring the 
winter months there are leisure and idle 
hands for this business. But they have to 
be educated to it. The present growth of 
toys have not 
been 
taught to 
take 
care of stock, and especially of cows In 
the thorough manner nccersaiy for their 
comfort and profit to the owner. 
All the 
products ofthe cow are dearer in winter 
than summer. Labor is .cheaper and food 
but little dearer. Besides, the cow has to 
be fed and cared tor, whethir she Is giving 
milk or not. The additional care aud food 
necessary to make cows exceedingly profit 
able daring winter is the best investment 
a man can make on the farm. 
There is no richer or better food for a 
cow than llixsecd. It is generally given 
in the shape of cfi meal. The only virtue 
in it it the oil. Machinery has become 6o 
much improved that the mi.is leave but 
little oil in the cake, so that one bushel of 
seed Has as much oil in it as ten bushels 
of 
oil meal. go 
it becomes farm­ 
ers to raise and feed their owu ll axseed. 
It can be ground mixed with corn and 
oats at almost any of our Iced mids, in 
proportion of one bushel of fiixscei to 
three of corn and three of oats. 
This wi J 
be rich food for cows, given in limited 
quantities once a day. It makes rich ml k, 
and keeps the cows in healthy tone. 
The boom in business will not be so 
great out farmers better utilize all means 
in ttieir power to make the farm and all 
the stock on it as available as pc siblc. 
And the cow stands at the head. She is 
all profit. Bhe furnish's foe I for the fam­ 
ily, butter and cheese for the market, pay­ 
ing for gtcceries and family supplies ail 
the year round, furnishes calves for stock*, 
mg the farm with more cows, and the 
steers to eat the crop cf the farm, and milk 
to raise pigs. Stand by the cow—feed her 
liberally—treat her kindly. 
She pays it 
ail back four fold. There is no animal on 
the farm which makes such liberal returrs 
for kindness and high feedmg. 
WORK ON THE FARM. 
Short days and frosty nights announce 
that winter hts commenced, and that no 
time should now be wasted in making 
everything about the house and barn snug 
End warm for mao and t jast. it there is 
danger of frost in the cellar, besides bank­ 
ing it on the outside with leaves or hem­ 
lock boughs, purchase a plenty of tarred 
building paper and nail it closely around 
the walls No lrost can penetrate its tarred 
surface, and as the rats and mice do not 
appreciate Its odor, they will vacate the 
premises as soon as possible. It they ap­ 
propriate the barn for winter quarters and 
feed upon the grain which has neeu stored 
for more useful animals, set this trap, 
which wili soon deplete their forces. Take 
a large iron or brass kettle and fill it two* 
thirds full with water; then scatter oats or 
wheat bran all over the top, until ii looks 
as if tilled with gram. Place a shingle 
from the floor to the top of the kettle tor a 
bridge to attract the rats. 
When one has 


results will follow. 
Then wait too days or 
a fortnight, for the wary rats will need that 
length of time to forget the disastrous qual­ 
ities of the kettle. Try it ftgftm tor a 
night or two, and you will have decid­ 
edly reduced the numbers of your rat col­ 
ony. 
IN THE BARN. » 
This is the most trying season of the year 
for cattle, as sudden changes from green to 
dry food are very injurious. House them 
nights and feed bay morning and night, 
with roo’s at noon-time. Do not keep 
them in the pastures when the froet bes 
stolen all of the sweetness from the grass. 
And do not turn them out into the yard 
when the sun docs not shine or before noon 
time when It docs. Two or three boun in 
the middle of the day when It is bright and 
sunny, is all they rtqairc and the roots 
should 
bu fed to them at that time. 
Warmish water is always better for them 
than that which is icy cold. A pailful of 
hot water is easily obtained. After a cer­ 
tain age cows and oxen should be et all­ 
fatted and killed. It is the poorest economy 
to keep either old or inferior animala. They 
eat more than they can supply aud you are 
the loser. 
HAY FOB HOGS. 
Few men are aware of the la d that bay 
is very beneficial to bogs, but it is (rue, 
neverthekn. Hogs need rough food as 
well as horses, cattle or the human race. 
To prepare it you should have a cutting 
box or bay cutter, and the greener the hay 
(he better. Cut the hay as ebon as oats, or 
shorter, and mig with bran aborts or mid­ 
dlings, and feed as other food. Hogs soon 
learn to like it, and, if soikci m swill es 
other slop food, is highly relished by them. 
In winter use for the hogs the fame bay 
you feel to your horses and you will find 
that, while it saves bran, shorts or other 
food, it pu?s on flesh as rapidly es anything 
that can be given them. The use of bay 
can be commenced as early as the grass 
will do to cut, and when run through the 
cutting box can be used to advantage by 
simply soaking la fresh water until it 
sours. 
T LRN LF Jy CA ll ll AO ES, ETC. 
Turnips and cabbages should not be

Boil d tender and cut in 
slices and well buttered, they are decidedly 
as toothsome tor man as for cattle and 
horses, and need only to be tasted to be 
eaten. 
FEED KOOTsIlN WINTER. 
The largo quantities of diy woody and 
indigestible food consumed by stock in 
winter tax the digestive organs very se­ 
verely, and constipation, indigestion, etc., 
are ever threatening dangers to the health 
of the sh ck. A moderate quantity of 
roo’s or green food in the season of dry 
feed acts as beneficially on the Ste ck as 
fruit aud fresh vegetables do on the human 
system in the course of the long, cold sea­ 
son when no perspiration purges the tkio. 
Iu the season of verdure and plant grow­ 
ing, fresh vegetable food is so common a 
portion of our daily dict that we scarcely 
notice the fact. Aud so it is with the an i­ 
mals whose care we are charged with. 
CHARCOAL FOR FOWLS. 
An old turkey raiser gives the following 
experiment: Pour turkeys were led on 
mtal, bolled potatoes and oats. Four 
others of the same brood were also, at the 
same lime, confined in another pen and 
ted daily u» the same article, but with one 
pint of very finely pulverized charcoal 
mixed with their <ood — mixed meal and 
boiled potatoes. They had also a plentiful 
supply of charcoal in then pen. The eight 
were killed in the same day, ani there was 
a difference of 
pounds each in favor of 
the fowls which uad been supplied with 
charcoal, they being much the fattest, and 
the meat being greatly superior rn point of 
tenderness and fiavor.
